Due  to  the  unknown  passages  of  the  sea,  the  cruiser  became  shipwrecked  near 
the   Gulf  of   Failure,   and  everyone   was  obliged   to  sink  or  swim. 

Twenty  passengers  together  with  the  crew  were  successful  in  landing  at  Senior 
Island.  Two  were  taken  abroad  (court)  ship  and  two  were  taken  on  exploring 
vessels.

On  that  bright  Monday  morning  of  September  ro,  1923,  the  whistle  was 
sounded  and  twenty  passengers  answered  the  call. 

Realizing  that  this  portion  of  our  journey  would  be  full  of  difficult  passages, 
Mr.  Ralph  E.  Allen  was  chosen  pilot,  assisted  by  Maxwell  Mentzer,  President,  Esther 
Parker,  Vice-President  and  Helen  Kelley,  Secretary-Treasurer. 

We 
have  practically  monopolized  the  High  School  musical  world,  girls'  athletics  of  all 
kinds,  tour  girls  receiving  sweaters  and  "Hank"  Henry  Harsh  was  left  to  carry 
off  the  honors  for  the  boys. 

The  Scarlet  and  Green  News  has  just  completed  a  most  successful  year,  both 
financially  and  editorially  due  to  the  efficient  supervision  of  Miss  Helen  Woody,  and 
the   Senior  Journalism  Class. 

"Betty's  Last  Bet,"  a  comedy,  was  successfully  given  by  members  of  the  class, 
the  funds  to  go  toward  the  publication  of  the  L-Ennial. 
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The  most  successful  social  affair  of  the  year  was  given  by  Emily  Wigton,  assisted 
by  Helen  Dunkle  and   Henry  Harsh.     Pleasant  features  of  the  evening  consisting  of 

dancing,  music  and  games. 

As  these  last  four  years  pass  into  antiquity,  the  thought  of  them  comes  back  with 
a  ten-fold  sweetness  and  meaning.

2.  A  letter  will  be  granted  to  anyone  playing  the  entire  game  of  at  least  one- 
third  cf  the  reason's  schedule,  or  to  anyone  playing  part  games  of  at  least  one-half 
of  the  games  of  the  season's  schedule. 
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of  the  games  of  the  season's  schedule.  Provided  that  anyone  who  is  not  eligible  to 
play  the  entire  season  except  for  grades  may  be  granted  a  letter  if  he  or  she  has  played 
the  entire  game  of  at  least  one-third  of  the  games  or  at  least  one-half  of  the  part 
games  for  which  he  or  she  is  eligible,  if  he  or  she  has  at  some  previous  time  played 
an  entire  season  on  the  basketball  team  of  the  Ligonier  High  School. 

3.  In  no  case  will  a  letter  be  granted  to  anyone  who  quits  before  the  end  of 
the  season,  except  in  cases  due  to  ineligibility  other  than  grades,  sickness,  or  other 
unavoidable   reasons. 

4.  If  anyone  winning  a  letter,  refuses  to  play  except  in  cases  of  ineligibility 
other  than  that  due  to  grades,  sickness  or  other  unavoidable  reasons,  he  or  she  shall 
have  that  sweater  revoked  by  the  "L"  Association.

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Liqonier  and  Surrounding  beauty  Spots 

Ligonier  is  situated  among  main   beautiful  lakes  ami  near  many  places  of  renown. 

When  Isaac  Cavin  laid  out  the  town  of  Ligonier  he  intended  it  to  be  exactly  like 
Ligonier,  Pennsylvania,  where  the  business  section  is  on  Main  Street  and  centered 
around  a  public  square.  Originally  Ligonier,  Indiana  was  so  built.  Ligonier  lay  on 
the  Huntington  and  White  Pigeon  Road.  This  road  was  a  main  thoroughfare  at  this 
time,  along  which  main  taverns  were  built.  This  road  went  down  what  is  now  Cavin 
Street,  and  consequently  made  this  street  the  main  business  district,  although  there 
were  one  story  wooden  store  buildings  on  Main  Street  on  the  north  end  of  the  street 
and  near  where  the  Elks  Club  Home  now  stands. 

Ligonier  is  built  beside  the  Elkhart  River,  which  is  very  beautiful  at  this  point. 
The  south  fork  of  the  Elkhart  river  has  its  origin  in  High  Lake,  a  lake  in  Noble 
Township  about  three  miles  west  of  Wolf  Lake  and  about  twelve  miles  South-East  of 
Ligonier.  The  beautiful  river  Hows  from  High  Lake  to  Bear  Lake  (which  is  fast 
becoming  a  popular  summer  resort)  then  through  many  small  lakes  to  Port  Michell 
(long  ago  quite  a  village  maintaining  a  mill  and  a  dam,  and  once  the  seat  of  Noble 
County.)  From  there  the  Elkhart  flows  in  a  general  northwest  direction  to  three  and 
one-half  miles  east  of  Ligonier.  There  the  North  and  South  branches  unite.  The 
North  branch  has  its  origin  in  Wayne  Township  just  East  of  Kendalh  ille.  It  flows 
from  there  to  Sylvan  Lake,  and  from  there  west  and  south  to  the  junction  and  from 
there  in  a  general  north-west  direction  to  Ligonier.  From  Ligonier  to  Benton,  to 
Goshen  then  to  Elkhart  and  there  empties  into  the  Saint  Joseph  River. 

Before  the  building  of  what  is  now  the  New  \  ork  Central  railway  through  this 
county  there  was  nothing  of  Ligonier  except  an  insignificant  village,  the  town  was 
at  Rochester  a  mile  east  ot  the  present  sight  of  Ligonier.  Rochester  was  then  a 
thriving  little  town  having  stores,  a  flour  mill,  a  saw  mil!  and  a  smelter. 

Long  ago  the  Ligonier  High  School  was  situated  where  the  Public  Library  now 
stands.  The  corner  stone  to  this  school  house  was  laid  by  the  Masons  and  a  speech 
was  given  there  by  Schuyler  Colfax,  vice-president  of  the  United  States  in  Grant's 
administration.     Colfax's  home  was  in  South  Bend. 

1  he  school  building  was  condemned  later  and  work  was  immediately  begun  on 
a  new  high  school  building.  This  new  building  was  erected  where  the  present  build- 
ing now  stands.  It  was  completed  in  187b.  The  new  school  building  had  a  high 
board  fence  around  it,  and  in  the  summer  time  it  was  a  trellis  for  vines  and  weeds. 
The  grass  was  allowed  to  grow  free  all  summer  and  by  fall  the  place  resembled 
a  wilderness. 

Later  the  high  school  building  was  remodeled  and  enlarged  to  suit  the  needsof 
the  growing  attendance.     This  building  is  the  one  that  stands  at  present. 

A  short  distance  East  ot  the  High  School  building  lay  Prentice  Park.  This  park 
ground  was  dedicated  by  Isaac  Cavin  for  cemetery  purposes  (Lots  number  91  and 
92.)  The  adjoining  lots  which  are  now  occupied  by  the  H.  G.  Zimmerman  and 
Luther  Cooper  homes  were  dedicated  by  Mr.  Cavin  for  Church  purposes. 

No  church  was  ever  erected  on  the  above  mentioned  lots  but  the  two  lots  that 
were  dedicated  for  cemeteries  were  used  as  such  and  many  pople  were  buried  therein. 
But  these  lots  were  not  used  for  burial  purposes  after  the  laying  out  of  the  New  Oak- 
park  Cemetery  South  of  town  in  about   [865. 

For  many  years  the  old  cemetery  was  allowed  to  remain  neglected  and  grew  into 
a  wilderness  of  brush  and  weeds.  Because  this  became  such  a  nuisance  the  town 
trustees  by  proper  action  converted  the  old  cemetery  into  a  park  and  caused  all  of  the 
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grave  stones  to  be  buried  over  the   respective  graves  about  eighteen   inches  below    the 
surface  of  the  ground. 

The  Council  also  caused  trees  to  be  planted,  grass  seed  sown,  walks  built  and  a 
fountain  built  therein,  and  gave  the  place  the  name  of  Prentice  Park  in  honor  of 
Nathaniel  Prentice  who  fought  bravely,  when  a  young  man  in  the  war  of  1S12.  His 
burial  place  near  the  south  side  of  the  park,  is  marked  by  a  stone  bearing  a  tablet  of 
bronze  which  was  placed  there  by  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution. 

Near  the  public  square  is  the  Public  Library.  The  building  was  built  in  ;<,  .7 
and  the  cornerstone  was  laid  by  Dr.  Lent,  the  Past  State  Worshipful  Master  of  the 
.Masonic  Lodge. 

The  Library  is  a  Carnegie  Library,  Air.  Carnegie  gave  $10,000  00  to  it. 
Much   credit  is  due   to  our   past   superintendent  of   schools   Mr.   \\  .   C.    Palmer. 
who  did   all   the  corresponding   work.      Mr.   William    Baum   is  also  due  credit  a-   he 
made  the  trip  to  see  Air.  Carnegie  about  the  library. 

1  he  beautiful  library  grounds  were  kindh  donated  by  the  Cavin  estate.  1  hese 
groui  ds  are  well  kept  up  and  add  a  gnat  deal  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  library. 

At  first  books  were  donated  from  private  libraries.  1  he  lamest  donation  received 
was  that  or  Mr.  \\  .  C.  Pain  cr  of  401)  line  volumes.  Mr.  Palmer  was  also  a  great 
aid  in  selecting  books  and  e  p.ciallv  historical  books.  Gradually  the  interest  in  the 
library  has  increased,  many  volumes  have  been  added  until  there  are  now"  about  7. .><><> 
volumes. 

The  original  library  board  was  as  follows:  Mrs.  Jacob  Sheets.  Vice-President. 
Mrs.  Abb}  Diaper,  Air,,  prank  Zimmerman,  Mr.  F.  II.  Green,  president,  Mi.  \V 
C.  Palmer,  secretary,  Charles  E.  Kendrick,  architect.  Mr.  E.  V.  Waueh,  contractor, 
Mrs.  \V.   H.   Pen, ler  and   Mr.   VV.  W.   Baum. 

In  the  library  is  the  "Goldsmith  Room."  in  memory  of  Mr.  Abraham  Goldsmith, 
his  daughters  gave  $1,000  an. I  rdd  $50  to  he  used  in  the  room,  even   year. 

Mr.  Simon  J.  Straus  has  given  SI  DO  worth  of  hooks  to  the  children  every  Chris- 
mas.  Mrs.  Isaac  Baum  kindly  contributed  the  money  to  fit  up  the  fire  place-,  at 
cither  end  of  the  library  room.  In  the  will  of  Mr.  Isaac  Straus  $1,000  was  given  to 
the  Library.  In  the  will  o!  Ruth  Micr  S400  was  provided  for  the  erection  of  i 
memorial  light  at  the  entrance  way. 

Many  other  gilts  have  been  kir.dh  given  by  the  people  of  Ligonier. 
Ligonier  is  surrounded  hv  main  beautiful  lake-,  one  of  them  being  Diamond 
Lake,  which  is  about  five  miles  south-east  of  Ligonier  and  lies  on  a  lira-  between 
Elkhart  and  1  ork  Town-hip-.  It  is  about  three-fourths  cA  a  mile  long  and  about  one- 
'ialt  mile  wide,  and  is  oi  ven  great  depth.  The  lake  is  of  peculiar  origin  in  that  a 
-and  bar  extend-  from  near  the  middle  of  the  south  side  to  within  a  short  distance  oi 
the  north  shore,  leaving  a  verj    narrow    and  deep  chanel. 

The  country  to  the  south-east  and  west  of  the  lake  i-  beautiful,  loveh  country, 
young  (  ak  timber  being  near  the  south  bank.  On  the  north  are  the  Diamond  Lake 
hills,  the  greatest  in  this  part  oi  the  country.  Parts  or  them  are  yet  covered  with 
virgin  timbers.  On  one  or  these  hills  the  Blackleg  Horsethief  McDougal  was  hanged 
by  the  \  igilantes  c<  mmittee  or  the  Regulators  as  thev  are  better  known.  This  execution 
rid  this  part  ot  the  country  ot  organized  bands  of  horsethieves  and  blacklegs. 

Another  beautiful  lake  near  Ligonier  is  Sylvan  Lake  at  Rome  City.  Tin-  lake 
is  an  artificial  ore  built  In  a  dam  which  was  first  intended  to  he  used  as  a  part  oi  the 
Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  water  system.  The  dam  was  to  have  produced  the  reservoir 
to  he  ii' ed  to  supply  water  for  the  canal.  Work  was  done  in  that  locality  in  the  way 
of  excavating  the  canal  which  mav  be  seen  now  by  persons  traveling  the  Brimfield- 
Rome  City  road. 
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Rome  City,  then  called  Northport,  was  located  on  the  north  of  the  dam  near 
eht  present  site  of  the  Kneipp  Sanitarium. 

Railroads  were  built  and  this  stopped  work  on  the  extension  of  the  Wabash  and 
Erie  Canal. 

When  the  Grand  Rapids  and  Indiana  railroad  built  through  there  they  availed 
themselves  of  the  work  that  had  been  done  in  the  building  of  this  dam  and  laid  their 
tracks  on  what  would  have  been  the  North  Fork  of  the  Elkhart  River  had  the  dam 
not  been  built.  The  title  to  the  dam  does  not  belong  to  this  railroad  but  to  Noble 
County,  nominal  rental  being  paid  each  year. 

Early  in  the  seventy's  the  beauties  of  the  lake  and  surrounding  groves  had 
attracted  a  few  cottagers,  and  soon  a  religious  organization,  the  "Island  Park 
Assembly,"  erected  an  Auditorium  and  buildings  and  in  conjunction  with  the  Grand 
Rapids  and  Indiana  railroad  improved  the  grounds  and  built  bridges  and  meetings 
were  held  there  for  years  after.  The  organization  finally  disbanded  but  Rome  City 
has  ever  since  been  popular  as  a  summer  residence. 

At  the  east  end  of  the  lake  in  a  beautiful  spot  is  the  residence  of  Gene  Stratton 
Porter,  a  world  famed  novelist,  the  author  of  Freckles,  Girl  of  the  Limber  Lost  and 
many  others. 

Sylvan  lake  is  irregular  in  shape  and  really  is  three  separate  lakes  made  into  one. 
In  extreme  length  it  is  three  miles.  The  greatst  width  is  three-fourths  of  a  mile. 
Near  Sylvan  Lake  are  many  small  lakes  formed  by  the  means  of  flooding  the  land  by 
the  erection  of  the  dam.  The  lake  is  very  shallow  because  of  the  way  it  was  farmed. 
Fish  are  plenty  in  the  lake  because  the  flooded  land  offers  good  fish  food. 

The  largest  lake  entirely  within  the  boundaries  of  Indiana  is  Wawasee  Lake. 
This  lake  was  largely  formed  by  the  erection  of  a  dam  at  Syracuse,  Indiana,  a  small 
town  at  the  head  of  the  lake.  At  first  there  were  three  distinct  lakes  connected  by 
Turkey  Creek  and  since  the  erection  of  the  dam  all  united  in  one  body  and  much  of 
the  adjacent  marsh  land  was  covered. 

The  lake  is  six  miles  in  length  and  its  widest  place  is  one  and  a  quarter  miles.  It 
is  about  eight  miles  southwest  of  Ligonier  to  the  nearest  point  on  the  lake. 

By  reason  of  all  the  beautiful  shores  and  fine  beaches  the  lake  was  so  well  adapted 
to  summer  resort  purposes  that  about  forty  years  ago  people  began  the  erection  of 
cottages  along  the  shore  of  the  lake.  Since  which  time  ground  has  been  plated 
and  buildings  have  been  erected  on  nearly  all  of  the  available  shores.  The  lake  is  now 
nearly  surrounded  by  homes. 

1  he  popular  water  sports  of  swimming,  sailing,  rowing  and  the  operation  of  motor 
boats  have  been  very  popular.  In  winter  ice  sailing  is  indulged  in  as  well  as  ice 
skating. 

The  lake  is  well  stocked  with  fish.  The  principal  kinds  of  food  varieties  being 
pickerel,  pike,  bass  (both  large  and  small  mouth)  croppies,  red  eyes,  blue  gills,  perch, 
sunfish,  and  catfish. 

While  a  large  portion  of  the  lake  is  shallow,  up  to  eighteen  feet  in  depth,  in  the 
channels  and  in  the  original  lakes  the  water  ranges  from  thirty  to  eighty-five  feet  in 
depth. 

1  bus.  we  find  that  Ligonier  and  its  surroundings  include  many  interesting 
historical  scenes. 
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Since  the  alumni  of  old  L.  H.  S.  has  increased  from  year  to  year,  the  task  of 
locating  all  of  our  graduates  has  become  more  difficult.  We  have  made  an  effort  to 
find  everyone  hut  it  through  our  inefficiency  to  locate  all  we  have  not  listed  someone, 
we  know  that  thej  are  still  supporters  of  our  school  and  are  with  us  in  all  our 
activities  even  though  they  are  far  away.  We  feel  that  this  department  in  our  annual, 
dedicated  to  the  friends  of  the  past  is  fitting  tor  memory  of  them.
